The Senate m et in resu.ar session at 10 a. m., 
President Maneflelil in the chair. 
Roll called and a qut rum present. 
The j'-um al of yesterday u a-d read and approved. 
Indefinite leave of absence w*s granted ¿senator 
Kane on acc un t of sickness. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 
The special order f .r this hour was tho report of 
the Committee on Contingent Expenses, as follows: 
The Committee 
on Contingent 
F.xpcnses a-d 
Mileage, to whom was referred the resolution in 
reference to allowing a e!ei k to the Committee ou 
Labor and Capital, and the Committee on Chinese 
and Chinese Imm igration, and the Committee on 
Mate Library, jointly, at a per diem of $5, in full 
f.»r all such services, have had the same under con­ 
sideration, and report the sauic back to the ¿senate, 
and rcconmi i d the san i' be not adopted. 
Also, the folio • (Jig res. lotion : 
Resolved, That the Sergeant at-Arms of the Sen­ 
ate be and he is hereby requested to procure a suit­ 
able room for the Committees ou Agriculture and 
Swamp Land. 
Report the same back, and recommend the resolu­ 
tion be laid on the table, as room 13 has been set 
apart far the use of said committees. 
A lso, tbe following resolu io n : 
Resolved, That the Committees on Agriculture 
and Swamp L?nds be and are hereby authorized to 
employ a (Jerk for the service of the joint commit­

I h aw neon him bathed and bapt:zed in the angry 
ray of Lhe waves, guiding that noble ship on ner 
voyage cf mercy. 
By his skiii and watchfulness we 
made a quick voyage, and as we sailed up ti»e beau 
tiiul harbor of Belfast, the news spread with light­ 
ning S]»ccd among th e fxiople th at succ>*r was at 
hand, 
i c was a solemn, :.n imprtvsive scene, to 
witness that stricken people dragging their emacia­ 
ted forms along the water front. 
When we landed, 
they gathered by thousands on the wharf around 
our good ship, and with bony arm s and hollowed 
eves uplifted toward heaven, they sent up their 
prayers of thanksgiving to us who had brought 
them deliverance. 
It was a welcome from out »»i 
the depths of hearts fUJed to overflowing with 
gratitude. 
1 saw sobbing m others and fathers on 
their bended knees thank (Jod th at their cry of woe 
had been answered by the generous people from 
our land of liberty. 
Our captain was not a man 
who stood on rcd-tupc ceremony, but as soon as our 
ship was made fast our hatches were !aken off, and 
we poured the golden gra n int.) the laps of fathers 
and m others and brothers and sisters, and they h u r­ 
ried home to drive the “ wolf from their doors.” 
Mr. President, I saw in th at beautiful city the 
corpses 
of women 
lying on 
tho 
door-stcps 
with a tin cup in 
their cold, 
stiff 
fingers,

children from a sim ilar doom ; these scenes swell 
up in my m ind to-day as fresh as though they 
transpired bu t yesterday. They left an impression 
on my young mind which would never bo effaced. 
I then r t3 lvcd th at my v ice and influence, feeble 
though they m ight be, should always be on the side 
of liberty, charity and hum an rights, and faithfully 
have I kept th at vow ; and I tru st th at these pe­ 
riodical famines wiil result in cupealing the unna­ 
tural laws of entail which have ouen a curse to that 
country for over six hundred years, and in tlu ir 
stead will ho engrafted the liberal land laws of a 
free country. 
Mr. President, long years ago our 
good cav'tain crossed the «lark ocean and is upon the 
other shore, and m eihiuks I he ir his voice from the 
eternal regions whispering through space to me.

to go so far back into the regions of barbarism as to 
say th at we will write upon the Matute books of 
the State a provision th at it is no violation of the 
law to incite men to burn your dwellings, destroy 
your ships, utterly destroy y»»ur property, or eveu 
to take )<»ur lives? That la v is uot new to civiliza­ 
tion anyw here; it has been the common law »>f 
England for centuries past. 
But it was concluded 
to take the common law and place if upon the 
books where every m an can .see it. 
In the common 
law there was no penalty fixed, ami it became neces­ 
sary to place it on the statute books and fix a pen­ 
alty. The penalty fixed is, in my judgm ent, un­ 
wise, ami is so fixed as to defeat the purpose of tbe 
law.

PROPOSED ONKRUPTCY LAW. 


Thu need of a sound insolvency law is 
proved by daily experience. 
I t is de­ 
m anded both in th e interests of th e debtor 
dnd of th e creditor. 
T he basis of any 
sound ban k ru p tcy law m ust be justice. 
I t 
m ust be so draw n th a t it w ill no t encour­ 
age fraud:.h.ut insolvency; th at it will give 
to all creditors th e sam e ad v a n ta g e ; th a t 
it will secure the rendition by th e insol­ 
v ent dehtor of th e whole of his property 
for th e discharge of his debts ; th a t it will 
prevent the robbery of creditors l.y corpo­ 
rations win -.e stockholders m ay be sol­ 
vent ; th a t it will not destroy th a t credit 
system w hich experience 
show s to be 
inseparable from th e transaction of busi­ 
ness in this S tate ; anil th a t it w ill relieve 
the honest insolvent. 
No law w hich does 
not cover every one of these points can be 
accepted as satisfactory, b u t a law cover­ 
ing all of them is a t present required. 
The necessity for a bankruptcy A ct is 
created in th e first instance by the char­ 
te r of th e conditions under w hich busi­ 
ness 
in 
California 
m ust 
be 
done. 
A large proportion of th e consumers of the 
S tate arc farm ers and m iners. 
The occu­ 
pations of. b oth these classes are precari­ 
ous, and th eir retu rn s are periodical and 
no t continuous. 
The income of the farm er 
depends upon the sale of his crop, and 
th at of the m iner upon the season of high 
w ater. 
Of h ath it may he said generally 
th a t they can m eet th e ir liabilities only 
once a year. 
B u t they m ust nevertheless 
he subsisted in the m eantim e, and the 
country m erchants and trad ers who sup­ 
ply them m ust in th eir tu rn dem and long 
credits from th e wholesale dealers of whom 
they buy their stocks. 
In Ibis n a y a vast 
and extensive credit system is established, 
and it is a t all tim es liable to serious disas­ 
ter through the failure of the crops, insuf- 
lici u t supply of w ater, and o th er n atu ral 
causes. If the country tra d e r cannot collect 
his bills from his custom ers because th e 
crops have failed, he m ay lie unable to 
m eet his ow n obligations, and it often 
happens th a t in sueli a case th e prospect 
of recouping his losses is so poor a.3 to 
render bankruptcy his only recourse. 
In 
th e absence of an insolvent law th is state 
of tilings leads to proceedings destructive 
of credit, and calculated to paralyze en ter­ 
prise and curtail business. 
U nder such 
circum stances every creditor m ust he con­ 
stan tly on th e w atch for the first sym p­ 
tom s of decline in the debtor's business, 
and it is then a sharp race to see who shall 
clap on th e first attachm ent. 
An a tta ch ­ 
m ent once sued out, the collapse of the 
debtor is usually certain, and a forced sale 
dissipates his property in the m ost w aste­ 
ful m anner, and not seldom consum es the 
whole of it in th e satisfaction ot one claim. 


THE LAST f:C£NE. 


The M aineF usiom sts have “ adjourned,” 
and there has, after all, been no bloodshed. 
T hey endeavored to save th eir dignity by 
pretending th a t th ey contem plated a re­ 
new al of the session in A ugust, b u t every­ 
body understands th a t they have, given up 
th e case a 3 a bad Jtib, and th a t th ey arc 


g o in g home thoroughly disillusionized. 
It 
rem ains to be seen w hether th is will really 
be th e end oí th e conspiracy, b u t we are 
satisfied th a t it ought no t to be tb e end. 
T hese m en undertook to defy th e C onsti­ 
tu tio n and 
th e la w s; 
to 
disfranchise 
th e m ajority of th e [¡copie of M aine ; to 
utilize an infam ous usurpation ; to destroy 
Republican governm ent. 
T hey have been 
defeated 
in 
th is . endeavor, b u t 
they 
ought not to be perm itted to go unpun­ 
ished. 
I t will be a dangerous precedent if 
political crim e of tiiii m agnitude is suffered 
to escape th e penalty dr.o to it. 
It would 
be a ratire upon republican institutions if 
th ere were no m eans of bringing to account 
th eir m ost audacious assailants and ene­ 
m ies. 
These Fnsionists should he p u r­ 
sued in the C ourts w ith all the m achinery 
of the law. 
If they arc not, if no notice 
is tak en of 
th eir 
offences, th e infer­ 
ence will 
be draw n th a t Faction m ay 
w ith im punity tram ple th e C onstitution 
u n d er foot, and th a t 
the 
m ost reck­ 
less 
and 
infam ous 
assaults 
upon 
the 
liberties 
of 
th e 
people 
are 
possible 
if 
only politicians 
are 
th e law break­ 
ers. 
W e believe th a t th is is not a case 
for leniency, b a t th a t the utm ost rigor of 
th e law should lie invoked for the punish­ 
m ent of th e crim inals. 
It is no m erit of 
th eirs th a t M aine is not to-day plunged 
in civil war. 
They show ed them selves 
prepared to invite anarchy and bloodshed 
for th e sake of consum m ating tlicir out- 
-agc. 
T hey ought therefore to be m ade 
ar. exam ple of, lest hereafter equally un­ 
patriotic and unscrupulous politicians, en­ 
couraged by th eir im m unity, may im itate 
th eir conspiracy, an 1 th u s th e M exican 
m ethod 
be form ally incorporated w ith 
A m erican politics. 


THE WARNER BILL. 


A dispatch states th a t the House Com­ 
m ittee on Coinage, etc., is about to report 
in favor of the W arner 1 till for free coin­ 
age of gold and silver. 
This news sug­ 
gests th e im pression th a t the m ajority of 
th e Coinage C om m ittee are not in favor of 
'•lo ttin g well enough alone,” but th a t they 
w ish to revolutionize the currency. 
The 
effect of 
th e W arner Bill would be to 
flood th e country w ith silver, and th u s to 
precipitate th e exodus of gold, and the 
consequent su b stitution of silver for gold 
as th e basis of w hat is now erroneously 
called resum ption. 
T he substitution of 
silver for gold as the basis of paper value 
w ould result in tlwe apjiearance of depreci­ 
ation in the value of th e greenback. 
The 
bullion value of the silver dollar is now 
about 88 cents, b u t w ith a large increase of 
th e coinage some change would probably 
tak e place. 
A discount of at least ten per 
cen t, w ould celebrate the inception of th e 
new m ovem ent, and 
th e premium 
on 
g o ld would of course ^uarpear, to the de­ 
lig h t of W all street and the injury of the 
co u n try a t large. 
T he W arner Bill in fact 
is so radical a m easure, and so inseparable 
from th e m ost pronounced currency here­ 
sies, th a t its recom m endation by the Coin­ 
age C om m ittee is ra th e r rem arkable. 
I t 
is of course possible tiiat th e House, and 
s till m ore th e ¡Senate, w ill be disinclined to 
a ct upon a proposition so certain to force 
the whole currency question again before 
th e people in th e m ost em phatic way, and 
herein seems to lie th e m ain hope of escape 
from th is pernicious legislation. 
Some 
d a y perhaps the public w ill realize th a t 
Congress is no m ore fit to be entrusted 
w ith the control of national finance than a 
drunken smoker is tit to be entrusted with 
th e care of a powder magazine. 


and it w ould consequently be m erely rccog- j 
nizing an actual condition of things to say 
th a t th e corporation shall be discharged 
when all th e available property of itself 
and th e corporators has been absorbed. 
This, however, is a question of com para­ 
tively u n im portant del ail, and in no way 
affects the soundness and sufficiency of the 
bill, w hich is probably in all respects as 
good a bankruptcy law as the S late need 
desire. 
W e hope th a t it w ill be adopted. 


All his other creditors arc th u s left w ith ­ 
out anything, w hile the debtor is still sad­ 
dled w ith these liabilities, though all his 
property has been taken from him. 
I t is 
evident th a t tins system -¡3 prejudicial 
alike to the creditor and to the debtor. 
T he form er encounters 
heavy risk of 
losing 
all his d ebt, while the la tte r is 
liable to be sold out w ithout being re­ 
lieved of his obligations. 
The tendency of 
th is practice m ust he tow ard elim inating 
th e class of sm all traders altogether, and 
bringing together the consum er and the 
wholesale m erchant ; in which case th e 
h itter would have to bear th e w hole risk 
of th e business, and because of the m inute 
subdivision 
of 
indebtedness 
w ould 
be 
less 
able 
th an 
ever - to 
shelter 
him ­ 
self against 
bad 
debts. 
F or 
while 
the absence 
of 
an insolvent law m ust 
m ake w holesale m erchants relu ctan t to 
: ivc credit, and sharp to attach th e prop­ 
erty of unprospcrous debtors, the liability 
to attach m en t and consequent ra in m ust 
discourage men from encaging in th a t re ­ 
tail business w hich has, besides tbesc, so 
m any inevitable draw backs of its own. 
I t 
is therefore evident th a t a good insolvent 
lav.’ ought to provide for th e apportion­ 
m ent of th'c property of the debtor equally 
among all th e creditors, and th a t prefer­ 
ences of every k ind should be carefully 
guarded against. 
In some of the States 
n i creditor can p u t in an attachm ent w ith­ 
out including in the. benefits of the pro­ 
ceeding all other creditors of the estate, 
and this is just. 
T he insolvent debtor 
m ust deliver up all he possesses, 
w ith 
the 
exception of such 
part as is ex­ 
pressly 
exem pted 
by 
law , 
and 
it 
should 
be 
seen 
to 
th a t 
he 
is 
debarred from m aking fraudulent transfers 
such a3 have too frequently converted laws 
of this kind into m ere agencies of dishonest 
trickery and evasion. 
Insolvency m ust be 
real, and the assignm ent m ust bo full and 
genuine. The debtor is to bo released from 
his financial burdens, but only on condition 
th a t he exhausts his resources. The great­ 
est carc is of course necessary in draw ing 
up such a law, in order to guard against 
th e kind of fraud referred to, for to the ex­ 
ten t th a t legislation perm its such roguery, 
it m ust be regarded as evil ra th e r th an 
good, and more injury is done to credit by 
fraud than by the m ost sw eeping m isfor­ 
tune. 


The provisions regarding insolvent cor­ 
porations dem and especial caution. 
I t lias 
been sufficiently proved th a t protection for 
the public requires the extension of the 
grasp of th e law so as to include th e pri­ 
vate property of directors and stockhold­ 
ers. 
I t is not enough th a t corporate prop­ 
e rty should lie liable, b u t all tiie property 
possessed by all who ow n stock in the cor­ 
poration m ust be added to the fund from 
which restitution can be had. 
The new 
C onstitution prescribes th e extension of 
the law in th is direction, and the provision 
is one of th e few wise ones in th a t in stru ­ 
m ent. 
A bill lias been introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Dickinson (Senate Bill No. 
131), entitled “ A n A ct for the relief of 
“ insolvent debtors, for the protection of 
“ creditors, and for th e punishm ent of 
“ fraudulent deb to rs,” which appears to 
fulfill all the requirem ents of such a law. 
W e have exam ined it w ith some care, 
and we do not find in it any loophole 
for 
evasion, 
or 
any 
provision 
which 
is not grounded upon some ju st and sound 
principle. 
W e understand th a t it has the 
alm ost unanim ous approval of such m em ­ 
bers of the m ercantile com m unity as it has 
been shown to, anil it seems to hold the 
balance 
w ith judicial fairness betw een 
debtor and creditor. 
A leading principle 
of th e bill is th a t all the creditors of an 
insolvent estate shall share equally in the 
proceeds. 
T his is obviously ju st to the 
creditors, w hile it imposes no new burdens 
upon the insolvent. 
The clauses in regard 
to inrolvent corporations are stringent and 
comprehensive. 
No corporation, however, 
can be discharged from its obligations, and 
this strikes us as in th e line of superfluity, 
since when all th e property belonging, 
first to the corporation, and th en to the 
directors and stockholders, has been appro­ 
priated to the liquidation of the corporate in­ 
debtedness, a practical discharge is evident­ 
ly reached, there being no longer anything 
anyw here upon which fu rth er requisition 
can be m ade, w hile as tbe stockholders can 
go into bankruptcy individually, and be 
discharged of th eir debts, there remains 
nothing upon w hich to proceed thereafter, 


THE CONDITION OF TEE NAVY. 


T he report on the condition of the navy 
which we printed yesterday is not pleasant 
reading. 
I t is, indeed, alm ost too m uch 
to call it a report on th e navy, for w hat it 
shows is, th a t we have no navy. 
A na­ 
tion of 45,000,000, inhabiting a continent, 
and having no more than 250 guns afloat, 
and three-fourths of these antiquated, does 


not cut a very dignified figure in these days 
of enormous arm am ents. 
A nd though our 
foreign relations may be entirely satisfac­ 


tory ju st now, we m ust rem em ber th a t 
nothing tends to preserve the peace so 
strongly as th e reputation for ability to 
fight. 
N ow w ith such a skeleton navy 
as 
is ‘rotting in 
Am erican 
dockyards 
to-day, 
it 
is 
very 
clear 
th a t 
we 
could 
no t 
do 
any 
effective 
fighting 
against even a second or third-rato power. 
It is exceedingly doubtful w hether we 
could face even decrepit Spain on the 
ocean. 
I t is quite certain th a t the navy of 
Italy w ould be too m uch for us. 
And 
w hen we come to the navies of England, 
France, and even 1 ierm any, it is only too 
apparent th a t we could ilo n o tin g w ith 
them . 
W e need not only more and better 
vest-Is, m oreover, Lot more and b etter guns 
and arm or. 
W e have no artillery which 
could com pete v.ith th e heavy guns th a t 
have 
been 
tu rn ed 
out 
of 
European 
arsenals 
d uring 
th e 
last 
five 
years. 
N o iloubt, 
in tb e event of 
w ar w ith 
a foreign power, we could 
in a few 
m onths arm 
and equip 
a 
respectable 
tlect, b u t a foreign enem y would be very- 
unlikely to give us the required leisure. 
In the rebellion the N o rth had to contend 


against a foe in no respect b etter prepared 
th an herself, but it w ould not be thus in a 
foreign war. 
I t would be found necessary 
to rely altogether upon torpedo service for 
the protection of our alm ost illim itable 
coast line, anil som ewhere th e torpedees 


w ohKI be sure to fail. 
The m aintenance of 
an adequate navy is for the U nited S tates 
a m ere business necessity, and if any way 
can be found for securing the expenditure 
of appropriations in a rational and honora­ 
ble way, the rehabilitation of our m arine 
ought to be undertaken forthw ith.

A t last, still completely baffi*d, 
and mentally and bodily wearied by his lung 
work, he gave way, boy-ltke, to a flood of 
tears of vexation and mortification, and in 
this state went to bed. 
During the night he 
dreamed that he was again engaged in solv­ 
ing the problem, and that he worked it out 
rapidly and easily to w hat he felt sure was 
the correct result. Then a deer> and dream­ 
less plumber succeeded, which lasted till 
morning. 
W hen the boy rose, instead of 
there remaining to him only a confused rec­ 
ollection of having dreamed about working at 
the problem, he sat down, and there and then 
solved the exercise without the slightest diffi­ 
culty.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Some substantial improvements have been 
made to streets iu various parts cf the city 
during the past few months, and which aro 
to be followed by ethers of a similar charac­ 
ter within a short time. The grading and 
graveling of Seventh street, in the southern 
part of the city, last fall, has secured to that 
etrcet the principal part of travel in that di­ 
rection during the rainy season, a3 it is en­ 
tirely free from mud. 
The graveling of H, 
between Seventh and Tenth, which has re­ 
cently been completed, makes that the finest 
section of street in the city, and cannot fail 
to attract attention. 
The gutters are paved 
three ftet wide with cobble, in the most ap­ 
proved manner, and the street-bed covered 
with coarse American Kiver gravel, being 
ten inches in depth at tho center and de- 
crea-iug to six at the sides. Such au im­ 
provement increases the value of property 
abutting upon it, and is a credit to tho city. 
The work was done under the direction of 
Street Commissioner W. F. Knox, who 
states that Mr. Gallatin and other adjoining 
residents, also intend to have II street, be­ 
tween Fifteenth and Sixteenth, graveled iu 
the same manner this spring. The whole 
street should have added this attractive im­ 
provement, but probably will not, at pres­ 
ent, as remonstrances from property owners 
have twice defeated movements to that end. 
H. G. Williams and Mrs. Mesick will make 
the same kind of improvement in front of 
their premises on Ninth, from E to F. The 
entire cost is about two dollars per running 
front foot. 
There has been mention and much com­ 
plaint made about the condition of .1 street, 
between Eleventh and Fourteenth, The earth 
upon this street is of such nature that the 
rainy reason makes it exceedingly bad and 
full" of holes. 
The Street Commissioner 
states that each spring, for the last three* 
years, notice has been served on the property 
owners along J on these squares of intended 
improvement, and at each time it has been 
defeated by remonstrance sent in by them, 
and that la¿t spring the remonstrance repre­ 
sented the entire three blocks, with the ex­ 
ception of 80 feet upon one side. 
Eittle can 
be done to remedy tho condition complained 
of so long as this opposition to substantial 
improvement is maintained. 
The following streets arc being graded, 
under contracts made before the new Consti­ 
tution went into effect, and will be com­ 
pleted within about two weeks: L street, 
from 
Twenty-second to 
Twenty - eighth; 
Eleventh street, from It t<» W ; Ninth street, • 
from 11 to X, and Seventeenth street, from 
D to G. These are to lie filled in and rounded 
up, so as to come under the law for street- 
sprinkling, which requires that streets only 
which are graded can be sprinkled.

1 he Fresno Erpositor says that a con­ 
tract was entered into last week for the 
delivery at the railroad on the San .Joaquin 
river of from 3.000,000 to 5,000,000 feet 
o f saw-logs annually. 
Two of the mighty nimrods of Bodie— 
Billy Conover and Frank Lobdale—killed 
sixteen black-tailed deer near Coal Valley, 
and brought six into Bodie Friday; all the 
result of a week’s hunt. 
The dwelling-house owned by P. B. 
Bacon, situated at Columbia ami occupied 
by E. Elias and family, was entirely 
destroyed with all its contents on Monday 
morning last al^ut five o'clock. 
The Chico Uncord has received informa­ 
tion of the murder of Mr. Bowie and two 
eons, by Mexicans, who left Chico three 
years ago for Texas, where they engaged 
in the stock busiueis. 
Mr. Bowie was a 
carpenter by trade, and niuoh respected. 
In Alameda a society has been organized 
ealled the “ Alameda Progressive Union,” 
having for its object the advancement and 
improvement of the town, and the health, 
prosperity and happiness of its in h a b ita n ts . 
The B ooiety has already about thirty mem­ 
bers.

of vineyard to productive age, §258,000. 
But then, once arrived at that productive 
age, the tide turns. 
A vineyard is pro­ 
duced which is worth probably §300 an 
acre, and pays interest, at 1 per cent, a 
month, on from two to five times tha 
amount.—[St. Helena Star.
